HERKIMER, N. Y., Nov. %—pDr. 0. 
A. Douglas went on the witness stand 
in the Gillette trial here today and 
testified that Grace Brown was killed 
by injuries inflicted before her body 
fell into Big Moose Lake, where it was 
found. Chester Gillette is on trial 
charged with having caused the young 
woman's death. 

Dr. Douglas was one of the physicians 
who conducted the autopsy on Grace 
Brown's body. 

He testified that the tennis racquet, 
which Gillette hid under a log and 
which the Sheriff subsequently found, 
Was capable of producing the abrasions 
and other injuries found on the body. 
“The condition of the girl's lungs did 
not indicate drowning,” said Dr. 
Douglas. This latter statement was 
Striken out. 

“The lips were swollen and the tip of 
the nose was enlarged and discolored. 
The left center upper tooth was over- 
lapping the right center upper tooth. 
The left cheek bone was swollen. There 
were abrasions of the membrane of the 
lips.” A ; 

These injuries were inflicted before 
death, the witness said.

Cornelius Harrison, 53 years old, 
38647 Finney avenue, lies at the point of 
death at the Mullanphy Hospital with 
a fractured skull, as a result of an ac- 
cident during the first automobile ride 
of his life Sunday. In a near-by room 
at the hospital Mrs. Harrison, his wife, 
‘is suffering with a lacerated scalp and 
severe bruises inflicted when the auto- 
mobile in which she, her husband, their 
daughter, Miss Mamie Harrison, 
Thomas Rohan of 394 Westminster 
plage were riding, was struck by a street 
car at Vandeventer avenue and Wash- 
ington boulevard. 

The tonneau of the automobile was 
torn off and the four were thrown t» 
the street by the shock of the col- 
'lision. Miss Harrison and Rohan, who 
‘were riding in front, were uninjured, 
‘except for slight bruises. 

Rohan, who is 25 years old, was driv- 
ing. He and Miss Harrison are close 
friends. The two families have been 
very friendly for years, and Rohan in- 














in the party told him that the ride 
would be beneficial to him, and he con- 
sented. 

He started to sit in the front seat be- 
side Rohan. when Mrs. Harrison~ told 
him to sit in the tonneau, declaring that 
he and Rohan would begin talking, and 
that she wanted the latter to attend 
entirely to driving the machine. Only 
those in the tonneau were seriously 


hurt. 
Did Not See the Car. 

Rohan was driving at a moderate 
speed west on Washington boulevard, 
approaching Vandeventer avenue, when 
he noticed a southbound car and slowed 
up at the request of Mr. and Mrs. Har- 
rison. The car passed and the automo- 
bile moved slowly ahead to cross Van- 
deventer avenue. 

“We had been watching the other car 
and did not see the northbound car un- 
til it was upon us,’’ said Miss Harrison 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘Mr. Ro- 
han had perfect contro) of the machine 


and I am sure he could have escaped the 
collision had we had a moment’s warn- 
ing. The motorman did not ring his 
bell. 1 saw the car a second before 
it struck us, but it was too late and we 
had to sit stil! and wait until it struck 
us.’’ 

Harrison was sitting on the left side 
of the tonneau and received the full 
shock. As the car, tearing loose the 
tonneau and forcing the rear part of the 
machine aroiwsnd so that the automobile 
wus headed south, Harrison was hurled 
from his seat 20 feet to the curb at the 
southwest corner of the streets.

Rohan alighted on his feet and only fell 
to his knees. 

Though bleeding profusely from a 
scalp wound in which eight stitches 
were taken, Mrs. Harrison arose and 
made her way to the side of her pus- 
band. 

Mrs. M. D. Leonard, proprietor of the 
Charlemont Hotel at Washington boule- 
vard and Vandeventer avefue, heard 
the crash and hurried out. She direct- 
ed that Mr. and Mrs. Harrison be taken 
into the hotel, where they remained un- 
til late In the afternoon, when Mr. Har- 
rison was taken to the hospital and 
Mrs. Harrison to her home. Mrs. Har- 
rison was removed to the hospital Mon- 
day en advice of physicians. 

Mr. Harrison had not regained con- 
sciousness up to noon Monday. His 
Bon, Rev. Charles Harrison, a Redemp- 
toriset priest, who is a student at Mount 
Clemen College, De Soto, Mo., was no- 
tified and hurried to St. Louis.

‘Tne tire department responded prompt- 
ly to an alarm turned in by James 
Ryan. The firemen prevented the fire 
from spreading, and confined the dam- 
age to the millinery store and the base- 
ment of the building. 

Arthur L. Jones, manager of the three 
hotels owned by T..L. mf Was sum- 
moned from the Portland Hotel to the 
Nutna House and reached there 10 min- 
utes after the fire was discovered. 
‘When I got to the store the fire was 
about extinguished,’ said Jones to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “The place 
smelled of gasoline, and the floor was 
covered with paper and other inflam- 
mapble material. 

“A peculiar thing about the fire is 
that. it broke out simultaneously in the 
base:ent of the hotel and the millinery 
store,.although there was ne connection 
between the two places.

After plunging 59 feet. through an ele- 
vator shaft of the Lemp Brewing Co.'s 
new buliding at 3401 South Thirteenth 
street, Walter Pining, a carpenter. 
walked unaided to a dispensary a block 
and a half, from where he was sent to 
the City Hospital.

His Only Statemont Is That 
Daughter Has “Told 


Some Lies.” 
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LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 6.—Annie 


Etly, 15 years old, who accuses her 
father, John Etly, of killing her moth- 
er, presents an interesting psychological 
study. 

Though of very ordinary intelligence, 
this girl, for six days after the trag- 
edy, stood firmly by her father, con- 
tending with him that the murderer 
was an intruder into their home. 

She told how she had been suddenly 
awakened by hearing her little brother 
scream. She found him, she said, lying 
on the floor. When she picked him up, 
she saw his clothes were stained, and 
then she looked for her mother, whom 
she found lying on the bed with her 
throat cut. She repeated this story doz- 
ens of times, never varying in a single 
detail. She told it with an apparent air 
of indifference that was regarded by 
many who heard her speak as almost 
heartless. But it was convincing and 
finally the police department began to 
put little faith in the theory that the 
tragedy might be traced to domestic 
differences. 

How Her Story Was Finally Shaken. 

But when all other clews failed. the 
police decided to try the experiment of 
removing the girl from the presence pf 
her father. She was put in charge of 
Mrs. Kate Hayman at the County Jail. 

Matron Hayman, who !s accustomed 
to mothering the children haled before 
the Juvenile Court, treated the girl 
tenderly. She showed a sympathy for 
her which the child had not seen mani- 
fested towards her since the tragedy. 
This won her confidence. Mrs. Hayman,

Etly himself is very poor, but he 
has wealthy rNatives who are stand- 
ing by him.

A big 50-horsepower touring car, being 
@riven with the speed of an express 
train locomotive over a road more dan- 
gerous than the Vanderbilt cup course, 
in an endeavor to break the record from 
Bt. Louis to De Soto, Sunday shot off 
‘the road on a sharp turn at Fenton, 
St. Louis County, struck a telegraph 
pole and overturned in a dry ditch. Two 
of the car’s seven occupants were badly 
injured. 

Tom Pierce, counsel for the St. Louis 
@nd. Suburban Railroad, was thrown 
against the telegraph pole, breaking his 
right arm and spraining both shoulders. 
George Wendel, agent for a Séuthern 
manufacturing concern, went through a 
barbed wire fence, cutting deep gashes 
in his face and breaking a rib. Both 
men were attended by physicians in 
Fenton and were then brought into St. 
Louis, where they received expert med- 
ical attention. 

Cc. K. Dickson Walsh, Nat Ewing, 
NVilliam Fischer, O. L. Halsey, owner 
and driver of the car, and a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, in the party, at the re- 
quest of Mr. Halsey, were thrown in 
various directions, but escaped with mi- 
mor bruises. 

As none of the running parts .of the 
machine was damaged, the whole party, 
including the two badly injured men, 
made the run back to St. Louls, a dis- 
tance of 17 miles, In the righted car. 





To Fenton in 28 Minutes. 
_ The accident came as the climax of a 
@aring exhibition of cross-country mo- 
toring. The big machine roared into 

Fenton just 2 minutes after leaving 
Grand and Washington avenues. Sev- 
eral miles of this trip were through St. 
Louis streets and over the Gravois 
road, where mud puddles and holes 
Made it necessary to bring the speed of 
the car sometimes as low as five miles 
@n hour. Some features of the run were

Behintl the desire of the men in the 
ear to break the record was the pro- 
fessional zeal of Halsey, the driver.

Halsey, who is president of an auto 
company, got a new touring car from 
his factory a few days ago, he said 
that he would clip the record 20 minutes 
and got the St. Louis men to go with 
him. 

Once’ in the open country, Palsey 
threw open the throttlee«eand ti... men 
in the roomy tonneau behind him were 
jostled and slung against one another 
as the big car bounded along the 
straight stretches, tore madly down the 
hills, the steepest in St. Louis County, 
lurched drunkenly around curves and 
touched only a few places on fragile 
bridges. 

The speed of the car was slowed 
down on the hill overlooking Fenton. 
Rut down at the bottom Halsey pushed 
over his little bars and the machine 
leaped forward towards the bridge that 
crosses the Meramec. 

The approach of this bridge is be- 
wildering. It goes straight at first. and 
then has two sharp turns. Halsey, 
who was not familiar with the road, 
made the approach at hight speed, and 
when the car swung onto the bridge 
the tonneau was siapped around within 
a few inches of striking the iron gird- 
ers of the bridge. 
There was nothing said while the 
miles was being reeled off at a pace of 
nearly 60 an hour. The men in the car 
hung on grimly and kept their eyes 
on the road ahead or on the man on 
whose nerve and steadiness depended 
their lives. 


Like Pullman Car, But 


The motion of a touring car at a mile 
a minute is not.much different from 
the motion of a Pullman car at the 
same speed. But the consciousness 
that there are no strong steel rails un- 
derneath makes a difference. 


Companions Saw Danger. 


Across the bridge, around another 
curve, and the car was roaring into 
Fenton, Halsey sounding the siren 
whistle. There are two bad turns in the 
road that leads through Fenton, and 
both are at right angles. Halsey slowed 
up for the first. 

As the car rounded the curve at a 





comparatively slow pace, all the oc- 


| cupants of the car saw, 200 feet down 


a slight incline, another turn. Sup- 
sing that [Halsey had seen it also, 
Valsh, who Was siting in the front seat 


| behind 





him, 
not say anything. Halsey put on 
speed of about 20 miles an hour. 

The occupants at first did not antici- 
pate any danger, as they had seen Hal- 
sey bring the speed of the car_ down 
in a wonderfully short space. But as 
the distance narowed and the speed 
was maintained, they gripped their 
Seats and held on grimly. 

Halsey saw the turn when he was 
hardly a car’s length away. In a 
twinkling ine shut off the power and put 
on the emergency brakes. Then he 
threw all his weight on the wheel in 
a desperate effort to hold the machine 
on the. turn. 

But just as he twisted the steering 
wheel there was a loud report, the front 
part of the machine dipped slightly as 
the left front tire flattened out, and off 
the auto plunged into the foot- and-a- 
half ditch. 

Halsey's effort to swing the car made 
the tonneau slap around even as it left 
the road. The tonneau struck the tele- 
graph pole a glancing blow, snapping 
the pole at the height of a man’s head 
and stoving in the side of the car. 
Clearing the pole, the auto topped over 
on its side. 


Halsey Holds to Wheel. 


Pierce, Wendél and Fischer were seat- 


ed so close together in the rear seat 
of the auto that they had little chance 
to get their balance as they fell. Fisch- 
er, seated on the sight side, was hurled 
the farthest, going through the barbed 
wire fence a few feet away, but only 
cutting his clothes. Pierce, next to him, 
hit the stump of the telegraph pole with 
his left shoulder and fell on his right 
arm, breaking it at the wrist. Wendel 
was thrown so that his head struck 
the strands of barbed wire and cut a 
half a dozen gashes in his left cheek, 
two of them several inches long and a 
quarter-inch deep. 

As the car toppled over, Walsh, in the 
front left seat, hung to his seat and 
when he was torn loose from his hold 
fellin the soft mud. Halsey, still grasp- 
ing his stecring wheel, fell beside him. 
Ewing, on the little seat behind Walsh, 
was thrown on his back in the mud 
near the barbed wire. The _ reporter 
landed on top of Ewing. 

Walsh and Halsey were first on their, 
feet. Halsey saw the occupants of the 
car lying within a few inches of the 
half-overturned .machine and saw also

the Theater Francaise comes to us under rather misleading colors. Her- 

alded as a duel for a woman's soul, the antagonists being a young priest who 
seeks to save the soul and his atheist brother who seeks to destroy it, it is in- 
stead a story of the imperiling of the soul of the young priest himself by the 
subtly disguised tempting of a penitent woman. This ultimate impression left 
by the story, suddenly created in the story’s latter half, must surely come in 
the nature of a shock to the many whose religious belief teaches them the 8a- 
credness of the priestly office, and raises anew, and very vitally, the question 
of the permissibility of using such a fig ure and such a theme for theatric pur- 


>oses. 

Tintil near the close of the second of the three acts of “The Duel,” the 
conflict between the two brothers is ciearly a conflict for the soul of the 
woman. Unexpectedly then, however, it changes its aspect, forces the Abbe 
Daniel himself into the endangered position, and, when the final curtain fa'ls, 
the audience realizes that French materialism has made its !nevitable em- 
ployment of such a situation, and that the spiritual imperilment of the Duch- 
ess de Challles under the wooing of the freethinking Dr. Morey was but 
a secondary factor in M. Henri Lavedan’s mind when he wrote the play. 
The devoted young Abbe is permitte! to win: his battle, in so far as the 
rescua of the Duchess from mortal sin is concerned, but his ensuing depart- 
ure with the good Bishop Bolene for a life of sacrifice on the leper island of 
which the Bishop is the fearless religious head, !s made to look very much 
like the flight of the vanquished instead of the logical upward progression 
of a victorious spirit. It is true that, with his hands strengthened by his 
Bishop, the young priest is made to rise above his temptation, but, in the 
meantime, the materialist stroke has been achieved and the spiritual luster of 
his ficure has been dimmed to an extent that leaves an urpleasant memory 
in the minds of those to whom the story, in the more direct form of its earlier 
half. had made na potent appeal. 

Tt is undeniably a strong story, and Mr. Skinner plays the role of the Abbe 
Danie) with a very genuine appreciation of its significance, save that, at 
rare moments, he sacrifices something of its inherent simplicity for stage ef- 
fect. His reserve in the first act, during the unfolding of the story’s motive, 
is as genuinely artistic as is the tremendous fire and energy aroused in the 
gecond, when the combat for the saving ci the Duchess de Chailles attains its 
full dramatic height. The earnestness and intensity of the character plainly 
make @heir consistent appeal to a player of Mr. Skinner's temperament, and 
he responds to it admirably, with the occasional lapses of which I have just 
spoken. In the third act there is something of disappointment, owing to the 
suddenly defensive position in which the Abbe is placed, and his confession to 
the Bishop of the fear—aroused in his mind by the laughing taunt hurled at him 
by his unbelieving brother—that he was in reality fighting more because of 
special interest in the Duchess than in her soul's welfare, diminishes the legit- 
imate effect that had been produced by his fine enthusiasm in the flerce bat- 
tle waged throughout the second act. ‘lo exactly the extent of the surprise and 
ghock caused by the new development, also, is the consistency of the story im- 
paired in the minds of the audience. There are one or two powerfully emo- 
tional situations in this final act, however, ir one is willing to concede the 
right of the dramatist thus to employ the materials which he has chosen, and 
Mr. Skinner rises unfallingly t6 every opportunity. It has been long since he 
Was seen here in a role so fully calling out his native powers. 

The best work of the supporting cOmpany is done by Charles Walcot as 
the Bishop Bolene, this veteran character actor giving an impressive portrayal 
of the character of a wise and tolerant old Churchman whose knowledge of 
human nature brings to him compas-sion and pity as well as a keen insight 
into all its frailty. The Dr. Morey of Mr. Walter Hitchcock was overacted at 
those moments of the play’s keener intensity when quiet methods would have 
been far more effective, but his work was satisfactory as a whole. The 
Duchess de Chailles of Miss Keith Wakeman was capable throughout, and 
increased in merit with the progress of the play. The remaining few roles, all 
of minor importance, were competently taken.

It would be just as foolish to serve 
them only with fine poetry and high 
passion as to leave. the seats unpadded. 

At the same time, if Mr. Howard or 
the younger writers knew any new way 
of telling the old stories of the stage, 
why not now and then take chances 
with the tired business man? There 
are always a few persons in every 
thousand at the theater capable of 
catching any point the dramatists of 
America are likely to make, and pos- 
sibly in time the tired business man 
can be trained.to exhibit intelligent in- 
terest.

Prof. G. P. Baker of Harvard, who 
lectured Saturday on “‘The Theater as 
a Social Force,” before the League for 
Political Education, does not agree with 
Bronson Howard that Puritanism siill 
casts a deadly blight on the American 
drama.

Charged With Shooting, Poison- 
ing and Turning Two 
Men Adrift. 





CREW IN CONSTANT FEAR 





Negro Steward of Whaling Ship 
Olga Files Affidavit in 
Seattle, Wash.

OLAIMED SELF - DEFENSE 








Captain Showed Crew’s State- 
ment to British Authorities, - 
Was Acquitted. 





SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 26.—In an af- 
fidavit filed before United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Charles Sullivan here 
yesterday, Captain Charles Kinkonberg 
of the steam whaling schooner Olga is 
charged, by George Johnson, negro 
steward of the ship, with the murder 
of four of the crew who sailed on the 
Olga on her last whaling expedition to 
Alaska. 

The affidavit charges the captain with 
the murder of Paul D. Jackson, by 
shooting, and of James Mitchell, fore- 
mast hand, by poisoning, while the ves- 
sel was held fast in ice off Banks 
Land. 

The affidavit also charges that the 
captain sent Assistant Engineer Walters 
and Seaman Hermann to their deaths on 
an ice floe. -Capptain Kinkenberg is 
now at Point Barrow, Alaska, the 
northernmost part of the United States. 
He is also charged with savage and 
cruel conduct throughout the entire 


voyage. 

Johnson sailed on the schooner Charles 
Hanson of the Plummer Whaling Co., 
from San Francisco in March, 19%. On 
reaching Alaska the crew was_ trans- 
ferred to the Olga and at Point Barrow 
Capt. Klinkenberg relieved Capt. Dent. 
After a short and unsuccessful whaling 
expedition, the Olga put in to Banks 
Land-for the winter. 

The suffering of the crew was intense. 
Only three weeks’ provisions were On 
board and the men lived on walrus, seal 
and polar bear, without bread. They 
had to boil walrus hide for food. 

Johnson says the Captain and Jackson 
had a dispute on Sept. ® and ten days 
laten Klinkenberg. confided to the stew- 
ard he was afraid the engineer was g0- 
ing to kill him. Johnson saw the Cap- 
tuin enter the men’s quarters later in 
the day and, after a few words, shoot 
Jackson, who was lying in a_ bunk. 
Jackson pulled down his rifle and four 
shots were exchanged, the engineer re- 
ceiving one bullet through his lung and 
another inflicting a flesh wound. The 
Captain escaped unhurt. 


Sleeping Man Shot. 


The wounded man was recovering 
when, on Oct. 9, Capt. Klinkenberg or- 
dered Johnson to put a quantity of 
strychnine, which he gave him, into the 
invalid’s milk. Johnson says he substi- 
tuted baking powder, and told Jackson 
of the plot. Failing in this, Capt. Klink- 
enberg crept into the engineér’s room, 
piaced his rifle against the head of the 
a aay, man and sent a bullet through 
his brain. 


Frank Miller, petty. officer, who wit- 


nessed the shootiag, snbsequently made | 


a@ statement to United States Deputy 
District Attorney Landers of Nome, 
while on board the revenue cutter 
Thetis, at Point Barrow. 

Capt. Klinkenberg was in terror of 
the crew, fearing they would inform 
Against him, and he had several of 
them sign statements that he killed 
the engineer in self-defense. 

Two other witnesses, Walters and 
Harner, assistant engineers, were 
taken on a hunting expedition by 
Klinkenberge on Nov. 5 and never re- 
turned.. When the captain returned to 
the ship, on Nov. 18, he said he had 
sent the men back with a dog sled 
filled with meat. A native who accom- 
panied the expedition said the captain 
had ordered the men to cross the ice 
pack and get in with the meat inside 
of a day. 

Johnson says the captain took a dis- 
like to Mitchell. and when the latter. 
in February, was laid up with a frozen 
toe, Klinkenberg ordered his bunk 
nailed up. He caught Mitchell warm- 
ing his hands over a gasoline flame 
on deck and threw him into the fore- 
castle, fastening him to the loose end 
of an anchor chain. 

The death of Mitchell, for which 
Capt. Klinkenberg will be arraigned, 
occurred on June 30 of this year. 
MitcheH dYroused the crew with cries 
for water. Capt. Klinkenberg is ac- 
cused by Johnson of giving Mitchell 
poison. 

The Olga was carried to sea with the 
ice on July 4, and made for Hershell 
Islands. Capt. Klinkenberg went be- 
fore the British authorities immedi- 


ately and said he had shot Jackson in | 


self-defense, showing the statements 
| from several of the crew to substan- 
| tiate his story. He returned, display- 
ing papers of acquittal. 

The captain set sail in a small boat 
for Point Barrow. The Charles Han- 
(som sailed for Siberia for whales, and 
while Johnson was ashore with two 
companions the schooner sailed to sea, 
leaving them marooned on an island 
in St. Lawrence Bay. They boarded a 
trading sloop from Nome some weeks 
on Nov. : worked their passage to 
Seattle, arriving yesterday.
